TYPE  OF  DISTRICT , 

The  Oakham  Rural  District  which  covers  ov  r  half  of  the  County 
of  Rutland,  is  large. y  agricultural  in  character,  but  ironstone 
mining  is  carried  out  in  some  of  the  mere  northerly  parishes.  Two 
large  Aerodromes  have  been  built  by  the  Air  Ministry  at  Cottesmore 
and  Edith  Weston  and  there  is  a  small  R.A.F.  site  in  the  parish 
of  Greetham,  One  of  II.M.  Open  Prisons  is  situated  in  the  parish 
of  Burley,  about  a  mile  to  the  north  of  Oakham.  Except  for  a 
brewery  at  Langham  there  are  no  major  industries,  and  by  its 
geographical  position  with  no  large  towns  in  close  proximity,  the 
District  continues  to  retain  its  rural  character  undisturbed  by 
urban  development.

During  the  year  thirty-eight  additional  connections  to  properties 
were  made  and  piped  water  supplies  are  now  available  to  practically  the 
whole  of  the  dwellings  in  the  Rural  District.  Only  two  parishes  with 
very  few  houses,  namely  Leighfield  and  Martins thorpe  are  without  water 
mains . 

There  are  private  piped  water  supplies  to  seventy- two  propei ties  at 
Barleythorpe,  Egleton  and  Gunthorpe,  and  Cottesmore  Aerodrome  has  its 
own  water  supply  to  three  hundred  and  sixty- two  houses. 


Water  is  provided  to  over  two  thousand  premises  in  the  remaining 
twenty- three  parishes  from  the  mains  of  the  Leicester  City  Corporation 
which  acquired  this  Council1  s  water  undertakings  in  1959#  Existing 
supplies  in  the  northerly  parishes  of  the  District  have  been  augmented 
by  the  Corporation  from  its  mains  in  adjoining  Districts  in  case  of 
emergency.  The  Leicester  City  Corporation  has  also  taken  over  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  supplying  water  to  the  North  Luffenham  R.A.F.  Station 
which  includes  a  large  number  of  properties  in  the  parish  of  Edith  Weston 
and  of  providing  a  reserve  supply  for  Cottesmore  Aerodrome. 

Water  supplies  in  the  District  generally  can  be  regarded  as  quite 
satisfactory  in  both  quality  and  quantity.  Analyses  are  made  regularly 
by  the  staff  of  the  Leicester  City  Water  Department,  and  no  case  of 
plumbo- solvency  has  been  reported.

Attention  -was  given  and  general  repairs  were  carried  out  as 
necessary  during  I96I  to  the  existing  village  drains  and  sewers  of  the 
District.  The  modern  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  plants  already  in¬ 
stalled  at  Braunston,  Market  Overton,  Exton,  Langham,  Cottesmore  and 
Greetham  continued  to  function  satisfactorily. 

Works  of  sewering  the  villages  of  Bnpingham  and  Manton  have  now  been 
completed,  and  conversion  of  many  of  the  pail  lavatories  there  to 
wa ter- closets  is  now  in  hand. 

Work  on  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Whissendine  was  commenced 
during  the  year.  Enlargement  of  the  existing  sewage  disposal  works  at 
Cottesmore  is  still  under  consideration  following  notification  from  the 
Air  Ministry  of  further  development  at  the  R.A.F*  Station  there  in  the 
near  future.  Schemes  for  the  sewering  of  the  villages  of  Edith  Weston 
and  Egleton  were  the  subject  of  an  Inquiry  during  i960  by  one  of  the 
Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  and  both  of 
these  have  now  received  formal  approval. 

Plans  for  a  new  sewerage  system  at  Ashwell  are  now  being  drawn  up 
by  the  Consulting  Engineers  for  consideration  by  the  Council. 

The  matter  of  sewering  Hambleton  has  been  deferred  by  the  Council 
owing  to  the  heavy  cost  likely  to  be  involved  due  to  the  scattered  nature 
of  the  various  properties  in  the  parish. 

Again  during  I96I  many  conversions  of  pail  lavatories  to  water 
closets  were  carried  out,  as  shown  by  the  figures  given  below.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council1  s  arrangements  for  fortnightly  collections  of  refuse 
by  direct  labour  from  houses  in  the  villages  of  the  District  and  weekly 
collections  at  the  Married  Quarters  of  the  H.A.F.  Stations  at  Cottes¬ 
more  and  Edith  Weston  were  again  carried  out  without  interruption  during 
the  course  of  1961,  and  very  few  complaints  in  connection  with  this 
service  were  lodged. 
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Tipping  is  still  being  carried  out  in  disused  ironstone  cuttings 
at  Cottesmore  and  on  a  site  adjoining  the  Lyndon  Road  at  Manton,  and 
also  at  an  old  stone  quarry  in  the  parish  of  Empingham.  There  was 

again  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  night  soil  pans  in  use 
following  the  conversion  of  many  pai^L-closets  to  water-lavatories,  and 
this  number  is  being  reduced  still  further  as  the  residents  in  the 
parishes  of  Empingham  and  Manton  now  have  an  opportunity  of  connecting 
their  premises  to  the  new  sewerage  systems  which  have  been  provided 
there. 


Collections  of  night  soi3_  have  again  been  carried  out  by  direct 
labour  in  most  of  the  unsewered  parishes  of  the  District,  and  the 
Council  also  arranged  for  the  emptying  by  contractors  of  the  village 
septic  tank  at  Ashwell  periodically  in  addition  to  others  situated 
on  its  housing  sites.

The  figures  shown  under  Camping  Sites  above  do  not  include  caravans 
or  other  temporally  dwellings  used  on  the  local  Aerodromes  which  remain 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Government  Department  concerned. 

During  I96I  the  Council  dealt  with  the  remaining  applications  by 
owners  of  caravan  sites  for  licences  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act,  i960  where  the  necessary  permission  had  already  been 
obtained  from  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Department  of  the  Rutland 
County  Council  for  these  sites  to  be  used.  Up  to  the  present  twenty- 
two  such  licences  have  been  issued,  the  majority  of  these  being  for 
single  vans  in  various  parts  of  the  District  which  were  already  in  pos¬ 
ition  before  the  passing  of  the  new  Act. 

Apart  from  a  considerable  group  of  vans  at  one  of  the  R.A.F, 
Stations  the  only  large  caravan  encampment  authorised  here  is  at  Langham, 
used  chiefly  during  the  summer  months  but  with  some  caravan-dwellings 
occupied  during  the  whole  of  the  year.  Suitable  sanitary  accommodation 
and  other  facilities  have  been  provided  by  the  owner  of  the  land  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Council,  and  no  complaints  concerning  the  premises 
have  been  received  from  any  of  the  occupants  there. 

It  was  necessary  during  I96I  for  the  Council  to  issue  a  notice  to 
an  occupier  of  a  site  to  provide  suitable  water-lavatories,  and  this  work 
has  now  been  carried  out.  In  several  cases  where  permits  were  not 
granted  by  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Authority  notification  for  the 
removal  of  vans  was  given,  and  these  have  now  left  the  District. 


PESTS  CONTROL 

A  Pests  Control  Officer  is  employed  jointly  by  this  and  four 
other  nearby  District  Councils  to  deal  with  any  infestations  of  rats 
reported  in  the  area,  and  this  arrangement  is  still  working  quite  satis¬ 
factorily. 
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HOUSING 


Action  under  the  Housing  Acts  during  1961  resulted  in  three  houses 
being  demolished  in  pursuance  of  demolition  orders. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  payment  of  sixty-one  improvement 
grants  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Provision)  Act,  195&  and  the  House 
Purchase  and  Housing  Acts,  1959  towards  the  costs  of  modernising  private 
properties  were  approved  subject  to  satisfactory  completion  of  the  works 
by  the  owners. 

The  total  number  of  houses  and  bungalows  owned  by  the  Council  at 
the  end  of  1961  was  three-hundred  and  seventy- three,  of  which  one  hundred 
and  nine  were  built  prior  to  1940. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  Council  Houses  on  the  Housing  Register 
at  the  close  of  the  year  was  one  hundred  and  forty-three  of  which  twenty- 
three  were  from  persons  living  outside  of  the  District,  and  seventeen 
from  tenants  of  Council  Houses  within  the  area  who  wished  to  exchange 
tenancies. 


PROVISION  OF  NEW  HOUSES  DURING  THE  YEAR 


During  I96I,  eleven  bungalows  for  elderly  persons  were  completed 
and  let  by  the  Council  at  Empingham  and  Whissendine,  and  another  three 
at  Market  Overton  and  four  more  at  Greetham  were  in  course  of  construc¬ 
tion. 

The  Council  were  also  building  four  houses  at  Market  Overton  and 
twelve  houses  and  six  bungalows  at  Exton,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
six  of  these  houses  at  Exton  were  completed  and  occupied. 

The  Council  have  under  consideration  the  building  of  further  bunga¬ 
lows  and  houses  at  Market  Overton,  and  have  acquired  land  for  this  purpose. 
Land  has  also  been  acquired  at  Whissendine  for  the  building  of  additional 
houses  and  bungalows  there,  and  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  a  suit¬ 
able  site  at  Cottesmore  are  in  hand. 

Fourteen  houses  were  built  by  private  persons  during  1961  and 
approximately  one-hundred  houses  were  constructed  by  the  Air  Ministry 
at  the  R.A.F.  Stations  at  Cottesmore  and  Edith  Weston  where  the  Married 
Quarters  are  being  considerably  enlarged.  The  Ministry  of  Works  were 
also  constructing  six  more  dwellings  at  H.M. Prison,  Ashwell  for  the  use  of 
staff  there.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

It  was  possible  under  the  arrangement  regarding  times  of  slaughtering 
made  by  the  Council  early  in  1959  with  the  local  butchers,  to  inspect  most 
of  the  animals  slaughtered  in  the  District  at  times  convenient  to  the 
Council,  The  standard  of  the  meat  inspected  was  still  very  good. 

Three  slaughterhouses  were  still  in  use  in  the  District  at  the  close 
of  1961,  and  alternative  arrangements  for  future  slaughtering  when  the 
provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouse  Act  of  195&  become  operative  in  1962  were 
under  consideration  by  the  butchers  concerned.  The  restricted  size  of 
the  remaining  slaughterhouses,  and  in  two  cases  the  considerable  age  of 
the  buildings  used,  have  created  a  difficult  position  for  butchers  who 
wish  to  continue  slaughtering  in  this  somewhat  scattered  area.  It  is 
possible  that  they  may  decide  to  carry  on  this  work  at  larger  and  more  modem 
slaughterhouses  outside  the  District.

FOOD  HYGIiUE  REGULATIONS  1955
